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In  1978  the  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  and  the  United 
States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  signed  a cooperative  agreement 
to  launch  an  endangered  species  program  in  the  commonwealth. 

Under  the  agreement,  the  federal  government  will  provide 
two  dollars  for  each  dollar  spent  by  the  Game  Commission  during 
the  next  five  years  to  determine  the  status  of  and  improve  con- 
ditions for  threatened  or  endangered  species  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  agreement  is  designed  to  foster  better  habitat  manage- 
ment and  protection  for  the  species  covered  by  the  program. 

Specifically,  funds  are  being  used  to  determine  the  status 
of  threatened  or  endangered  species  of  wildlife  in  the  state, 
for  protection  of  these  species  through  law  enforcement,  acqui- 
sition of  habitat  critical  to  the  threatened  or  endangered  spe- 
cies, intensive  in-service  training  for  Game  Commission  personnel 
on  the  specialized  endangered  species  work,  and  public  information 
and  education. 

Signing  of  the  agreement  concluded  three  years  of  negotia- 
tion between  the  two  agencies.  About  twenty  other  states  have 
already  executed  agreements  with  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 

Congress,  in  fashioning  the  1973  Endangered  Species  Act, 
incorporated  cooperative  agreements  in  order  to  allow  qualify- 
ing states  to  retain  and  strengthen  their  traditional  wildlife 
management  roles. 

This  was  done  out  of  recognition  that  the  states  want  to 
assist  in  the  restoration  of  their  own  endangered  species  and 
are  in  many  cases  more  familiar  with  the  conservation  needs  and 
biological  status  of  their  resident  wildlife — and  those  species 
which  may  be  headed  for  trouble--than  the  federal  government. 

The  states  and  territories  have  well  over  5,000  conserva- 
tion officers  and  many  wildlife  biologists,  while  the  U.  S. 

Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  has  only  180  law  enforcement  officers 
in  the  field  and  only  a few  hundred  field  biologists.  Thus,  the 
agreements  greatly  increase  the  available  manpower  to  conserve 
endangered  species. 
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Ef^ DAGGERED  SPECIES  IN  PENNSYLVANIA 


A species  of  plant  or  animal  may  be  listed  as  endangered  by  either  the  fed- 
eral or  the  state  government.  All  species  which  are  listed  as  endangered  or  threat- 
ened by  the  federal  government's  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  are  automatically 
considered  endangered  or  threatened  and  given  protection  in  Pennsylvania.  At  this 

time,  no  additional  species  of  birds  and  mammals  have  been  listed 
by  the  state.  Some  may  be  proposed  in  the  future;  if  so,  there 
will  be  adequate  publicity  and  time  for  public  comment  on  the 
proposed  listing. 

The  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  has  responsibility  for 
birds  and  mammals  of  the  state.

Currently,  the  following  species  of  birds  and  mammals  which 
are,  or  were  in  recent  years,  native  to  Pennsylvania  appear  on 
the  federal  list  of  endangered  or  threatened  species: 

Indiana  bat  - Once  occurred  in  fair  numbers  as  hibernating  colonies  in  several 
Pennsylvania  caves;  now  limited  to  very  small  colonies  in  one  or  two  caves. 

Summer  locations  are  unknown. 

Delmarva  Peninsula  fox  squirrel  - Not  seen  in  Pennsylvania  for  many  decades.  It 
was  never  widespread  here,  occurring  only  in  a few  southeastern  counties. 

Eastern  cougar  - Once  native  to  Pennsylvania,  but  it  is  extremely  doubtful  that 
any  wild  cougars  survived  into  the  20th  Century  in  this  state. 

Bald  eagle  - Several  nesting  pairs  are  known  in  northwestern  Pennsylvania,  and 
wintering  eagles  may  visit  the  state.  Only  a very  few  breed  successfully  here 
each  year.  Birds  from  other  areas  pass  through  Pennsylvania  during  migration. 

Peregrine  falcon  - Extirpated  from  Pennsylvania  by  the  1960s,  probably  because  of 
DDT- linked  reproductive  failures.  A few  have  been  reintroduced  from  captive  breed- 
ing programs;  none  are  yet  known  to  have  bred  in  the  wild  in  Pennsylvania.  Birds 
from  other  areas  pass  through  during  migration. 

In  addition,  Kirtland' s woorbler , although  never  a breeding  resident  of  Penn- 
sylvania, sometimes  passes  through  the  state  during  migration.
